“SEE HERE, PRIVATE BROOKS” 


The following article is the original 
of a letter which ex-cadet, now private 
in the AUS, wrote to the publisher of 
this paper. It was so good that we 
thought you would enjoy reading it. 
At the conclusion of this article we 
offer the first of the efforts of a hard- 
working private in the greatest military 
organization in the world. 


My Dear Young Disciples of the 
Linoytpe: 

I received your note, etc., this morn- 
ing and was both surprised and 
pleased. 


In regard to the “nutty” trend which 
my column sometimes seems to take, I 
would naturally expect you to have 
that impression. This can readilly be 
explained by the fact that Backward 
March is written entirely for the 
cadets here, about their activities, 
thoughts, opinions, deeds and not mis- 
mis-deeds.

This I have done, 
but I’m afraid that it won’t reach Har- 
risonburg in time for you to check, As- 
suming that your returning the copy 
was, shall we say a gesture of slight 
sarcasm, tho’ humorous, I did not “go 
easy” as you asked, but I’m sure you 
won't mind.

Augusta Tops V. S. D. B. 19 to 12 


Many Players Used in This Game 


The Augusta Military Academy foot- 
ball team, of Fort Defiance, Virginia, 
topped a hard fighting and fast play- 
ing team from the Virginia School of 
Deaf and Blind, Friday by the score 
of 19 to 12. The game was the first 
win for the Blue and White this year 
and their second game of the season. 

V.S.D.B. was the first to score after 
AMA kicked off to them to open the 
game. Grizzle, Q.B. of VSDB receiv- 
ed the kick-off on his own 36 yard 
line and ran it back to the 40, Bernette 
then ran the ball for a nine yard gain 
through the middle of the line. On 
the second down he was stopped for a 
two yard loss by Long of AMA. He 
then passed Orange for a 25 yard gain 
and plunged through the middle again 
for another 20 yards. At this point 
VSDB was on the 5 yard line of 
Augusta and after two unsuccessful 
tries Burnette went over for the first 
score. The try for the extra point 
was no good. 


AMA Scores 

Orange kicked off for VSDB after 
the score and Bello, Fullback on the 
AMA team ran the ball back for 20 
yards before he was stopped. Au- 
gusta then made their first down on 
their own 49 yard line to start their 
drive which later proved successful. 
Bello, Brown and Long each had their 
share in the running as AMA made 
five first downs before they scored to 
tie up the game.

Second Touchdown
